In addition to this 
the voudside grasshopper, which is 
the most abundant of the grain-fecd- 
ing species, is already collecting into 
its feeding grounds, By the middle of 
August it will have largely left the 
fields, Clean fallow land, seeded to 
rye will have practically no grass 
hoppers on it when the grain first 
comes up, though they will later work 
into the edges of the field for feeding. 
This reducing
